Wedxesdat, Jan. 7, 184G. 

Prayer by ibe Rev. Mr. Hunter. 

The Cleik read the Journal of yesterday.

Mr. TAYLOR opposed the bill. The people of 
his section were as much interested in procuring 
periiiission to introduce slaves as any; but they com- 
plained with good reason, of too much special legis- 
lation on the subject while the great body of the 
people were subjected to the restrictions and pro- 
hibitions of the general law of They prefer- 

red to this kind of partial legislation, the total re- 
peal of the law of ’:W. They desired that all the 
citizens of the State should be placed on a footing 
of equality, all being required to obey tlic gener.il 
law, or all loft equally free to import slaves by re- 
pealing that law. They complained of the special 
laws for the benefit of individuals in the lower part 
of the State. No such partial legislation was ask- 
ed from his section. 

Mr. GRAY regretted the opposition of tlie Senator 
from Clarke, (Mr. Taylor.) But his reasons are not 
tenable. He says because his constituents do not 
ask special legislation, mine should not he gratified. 
Our situation is very different. He comes from the 
interior; I come from the border adjacent to the 
Tennessee line. The people of the interior have 
not such cases of necessity urging them to ask per- 
mission to bring in slaves. Many reasons exist 
along the border line justifying importations of 
slaves, which do not arise and cannot apply in the iu- 
rior. Slaves frequently marry across tlic line be- 
tween the States. Would any here separate man 
and wife? Even if the law of were right in it- 
self, this case is a fair exemption. He hoped the 
Senator would withdraw his opposition. 

Mr. TAYLOR. The Senator from Christian, 
[Mr. GRAY,] is mistaken in supposing the people 
of my section are not as much interested as those of 
his section in procuring exemptions from the penal- 
ties of the law of ’83. The people I represent trade 
largely in stock, which they drive to those States 
where slaves are numerous and cheap and they might 
drive a very profitable business, could they be ex- 
empted from the provisions of the general law, in 
exchanging stock for slaves. The law is rigidly 
enforced in our section; but its policy will bo utter- 
ly defeated by the numerous cases of exemption 
presented and carried by special acts; for every ap- 
plicant makes out an apparently good case. But all 
these cases come at last to the naked position — the 
applicants want additional slaves, and they ask to 
be privileged to procure them upon better terms 
than are enjoyed by the great body of the people who 
are disposed to be obedient to the general law and 
acquiesce in its policy. And it is a sure case that 
every one wanting a slave more, thinks his own, 
and so represents it, to be a peculiarly hard case. 
As to parting husbands and wives, that was not the 
question now. When such a question shall legiti- 
mately come up here, he would meet it. The peo- 
ple of his section, insisted, that, if any were e.\- 
empted, all should be exempted from the penalties 
of the act of ’33, prohibiting the impotation of slaves 
into this State. 

And the question being taken, shall the bill be 
read a third time, was decided in the affirmative, 
yeas 22, nays 10, as follows :

We did not think it proper or deco- j 
rous to make their differences, whatever they were, 
wliclhcr real or .supposed, a newspaper topic ; nor 
did we feel aullionzed to refer to the terms of ac- 
commmlation. These were matters which we deem- 
ed belonged exclusively to tlie parties, who doubt- 
less had n right to e.vpect that what was satisfactory I 
to thcmselvc-s. would be satisfactory to others. At 
all events, we had never been adv ised of any differ- 
ences or of any terms of adjustment, for any such 
indecorous purpose ns that of publishing them. 
Moreover, onr whole course on this subject from its 
origin, in accordance with the long established prac- ; 
tice of this paper, furnished conclusive proof to the 
public, that we did not think it a proper one to be 
dragged into the newspapers. When did ever the 
Frankfort Commonwenitli descend to the notice of 
any tales of scandal, of any broils, of any personal 
differences, of niiy persons, any where. What we 
said in Tuesday’s paper was due to public informa- 
tion, to sliow the people that their agents co-opera- 
ted harmoniously in transacting their official busi- 
ness entrusted to tficm. This the public were enti- 
tled to know; and this is all they had a right to ex- 
pect, And we abide in the conviction that they will 
regard any further notice as impertinent and inde- 
corous. 

But who is \he "tnlUman that has advertised pri- 
vate conversations in a distant county in a public 
newspaper ? No doubt his ideas of propriety, like 
his practice, correspond with those of his decorous 
publisher. But his report bears a more serious char- 
acteristic, ilian its offensive impertinence and inde- 
corum. We never said, any where, that any in 
Frankfort would not tolerate the return of the indi- 
vidual referred to, nor any thing like the remark as- 
scribed to us. On the contrary, in obedience to the 
request of respectable gentlemen of both parties, we 
gave a simple narration of facts, in which we dis- 
tinctly stated our opinion, that not a hair of bis head 
would fall, should he return to Frankfort, and that 
we did not believe the mob, so called, intended him 



any bodily hurt, but only to signify their indigna- 
tion at what they supposed to have been a wrong 
meditated towards another. The Veoman’s irnfor- 
mant, therefore, has not only committed nn impro- 
priety in publishing u private conversation, but a 
mistake, very probably from misconception. But 
the facts here slated are specifically true; and any 
version of them, inconsistent with this statement, is 
to the full extent of the variation, untrue. 

We have invariably said in private that we thought 
the iicw.spaper notices of the subject vvere uncalled 
fur and imlccorous Ixitli tow.nrds the gentleman re- 
ferred to and the [Hiblic. We cannot be drawn into 
any discussion of the subject, no matter what inge- 
nious traps be set; and we are now done with it, we 
trust forever. 

The above was prepared for yesterday’s pa- 
per, but pushed over. 

The Vooman of yesterday says its notice was in- 
tended fora good natured,/?«a/p. If the apology, or 
explanation, whichever it is intended for, be satis- 
factory to whom it concerns, it will be perfectly so 
to us. We thought, and think, the flippant jocular- 
ity displayed, was inapplicahlc to the subject. But 
the Vcoiiinn discl.iims any spleen or intentional in- 
decorum. Wo are glad to have brought out that 
much. 

We disdain to notice its personal abuse.

IM. dc Tocqneville, the great political philoso- 
pher, paid the following just conipliment to the

their situation is, in some respects, one of extreme 
dependence. I have no where seen women occupy- 
ing a loftier position; and if I were asked, now I 
am drawing to a close of this work, in which I have 
spoken of so many things done by the .Americans, 
to what the singular prosperity and growing 
strength of that people might be attributed, I sliould 
reply — to the superiority oj u-nmen." 

It is the great mistake of demagogues, and of even 
shallow lionest men, to fancy that Republicanism is 
to he propagated by arms. It is very true. Repub- 
licans may make a dash with arms, have brilliant 
Niiccesses, overrun largo provinces, and, as long ns 
tlie phronzy lasts, carry nil before them; but Repub- 
licanism lias always in the end succumbed to despot- 
ism within.

The true way, then, we infer from this process of 
reasoning, to make our Republic antagonistic to 
monarchy, is to go on, ns we have done, cultivating 
the arts of peace. Its prosperity is in peace, and its 
prosperity is always an antagonist of monarchies. 
The more wc gain in peace, the stronger we are in 
pence, the greater onr victory over the Powers of 
Europe. Thi« astonisliing advancement of ours in 
civilization, in general happiness, in the arts and 
I sciences, and commerce anil manufactures, is the 
[great argument of Republicanism which monarchies 
cannot now get over. Every Nantucket whale-man 
of ours, seen or heard of in the South Seas, carries 
rin the stars and stripes of the American flag, a no- 
bler vindication of the American principles of .self- 
government than a hundred thousand men in arms 
at home. 

Every hale of Lowell cotton goods in the Chinese 
markets is webbed and woofed willi treason to des- 
potism in its every fold. The Eric- Canal of ours 
is a whole park of artillery on the rocky battlement 
ofnn Elireiibrcitstein,. far more terrible to monar- 
chy than the awful fortress that overlooks the Rhine. 
Victory, victory for the Republic, perches now oti 
the topmast of every ship that bears onr flag into a 
foreign port. It tolls the German, the Italian, the 
Austrian, the Frenchman, the Russian, ofalnnd 
where there is no conscription, Ixcatise there are no 
tears; where all are prosperous and happy, because 
half of the earnings of immaii labor are not wanted 
ill supporting large standing armies: where rail- 
roads and canals are niimeioiis, because men build 
and dig them instead of carrying the musket all the 
day and half the night. What but notional insani- 
ty can change a Republic thus notorious over the 
rest of mankind into a ruffian soldiery, breathing 
death and destruction, instead of blessings, to the 
human race. — -V. Y. Ex. 

Wc find the following in the Vicksburg Whig: 
We were furnished with the following intelli- 
geiiee. by the steamer Diamond; The steamer 
Belle Zaiie sunk twelve miles l>elow Montgomery’s 
Point, ou the 18th of December. Upwards of forty 
persons were drowned and frozen to death. The 
Diamond picked up at two points on the Mississippi 
side, tixteen persons, who were taken to Napoleon.

Tlic 
Eastern mail from Louisville, Memphis and White 
river, was on board, and lost.
